Also, 
in response to the applicant's argument regarding a lack of motivation in combining Gunduzhan et al (US 6,889,183) and Klejin (US 
6,169,970) (amendment, pages 10-11), the examiner notes that Klejin provides the a motivation for adding the concept of time shifting to 
the method taught by Gunduzhan for the benefit of obtaining a smoother pitch cycle waveform and a minimum matching error between 
speech segments (prior office action, pages 3-4; Klejin, Col. 8, Lines 43-59; and Col. 10, Lines 10-14). Furthermore, in response to the 
applicant's arguments directed towards maintaining intersection points between frames (amendment, page 10), the examiner notes that 
Gunduzhan teaches such a concept as noted in the previous office action (page 3), and additionally points out that Klejin also discloses 
retaining frame-to-frame boundary points (Col. 5, Lines 37-65). 
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
